Oldenbourg, Zoe Pantheon 
THE CORNERSTONE $4.50 


Cc Double cachet - with Prix Femina and Book of the Month (January)- this may 
well bring Zoe Oldenbourg the recognition which the public here has withheld. The 
critics were unanimous in unstinted praise for The World Is Not Enough, which I'm 
frank in confessing I found much more exciting and satisfying reading than this, its 
sequel. The period here is perhaps, some forty years later. Ansiau, youthful hero 
of the earlier book, is,an old man, half blind, full of remorse for his sins (he 
loved too well the daughter of his old age), leaves his barony on a lonely pilgrimage 
to Jerusalem there to expiate his sins and find the grave of his best loved son. His 
journey was a long and wearisome and tragic one, ending with death on a hillside out- 
side the Holy City. Through his wanderings the length and breadth of France, now 
wholly blind and led by a lad, now adding to the two of them another blind beggar- 
and another youth. One gets glimpses of a countryside ravaged by religious wars, 
haunted by superstitions, now and then exalted by faith. Interspersed with his story 
is that of those he left behind at Linnieres, where the rules of chivalry create 
impossible situations; where tournaments are used to settle personal feuds; where courtly 
love destroys young men, and superstitious fears pervert the faith of peasants and lords 
alike. It is a violent story, emerging as a vast panorama of the Middle Ages, with 
a@ varied cast of characters, torn by the demands of their hate, their loyalties, their 
love and their faith. If the two books were brought together, the early 13th century 
would live again. The Cornerstone, read alone, leaves a taste of its struggle, its 
terrors, rather than the substance of its richness and emotions. (LC: 55-5062)

A reverse on some of the cliches of Westerns, this brings Wayne Staples back 
to his Father's Sliding S ranch in the Sierra Nevadas only to find that he has to pro- 
tect his old man's name, prove that he is not dead and work out the feud with the 
Orrindorfs. For Jack Staples and his old Friend, Chet Orrindorf, have fallen out over 
the young actress, Pieta San Juan; Chet is believed to have killed Jack and the Sliding 
S is threatened by the Orrindorfs' greed. Wayne travels far to find Jack when he 
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refuses to believe him dead and learns, when he catches up with him, that Jack had been 

fooled into thinking he had killed Chet and learns, too, to respect the man he had not 

known for 16 years. Their return brings new problems and more trouble with the Orrin- @ 
dorfs; Pieta has her share in the mounting tension; while Wayne learns that the girl he 

loves is not for him. It is with Pieta that Wayne gets out of town, for a chance to try 

to work out something together. Cattle drives that beat the winter, the strength of gun 

point coercion, the treasure and the price of the high passes build this up to an accept- 


able novel of the West.

A fairly dressy novel of international intrigue- to which Majorca lends a certain 
allure- concerns a Communist operation known as the Star and its unidentifiable key man, 
and takes James Dana there looking for the yacht he had loaned to a former fellow officer, 
now reputed to be in the hands of a gambler, Brioni. Once on location, he finds that his 
Tranqguilla has been chartered by a French importer, Duvernoy; the sinister activities aboard 
and ashore result in intentional incidents- not fully explained by Deya Rimming-Brook, 
with whom he falls in love. And his opponent gambles on his weakness for his boat which is 
mined- in the event of betrayal- but he blows her up with his own hand to escape with his 
life- and find a new one with Deya.... Not much menace here- but a practised performance

REVOLT OF THE SINNERS $3.00 


The experiences of a party organizer in the derelict district outlying Rome - 
known as Shanghai provides an object lesson of the dissolution to which an undisciplined 
fervor may lead, as well as an example of the extremes of raw realism which the postwar 
Italian writers have reached. A youthful convert to Communism after his betrayal of the 
Church, he is assigned to Shanghai where the "desperate, tattered misery" of the poor is 
a fine breeding ground for political protest. The tearful recriminations of his father 
leave him unmoved; the association with Shotgun and Boatswain, more seasoned agitators, 
presage the violence which is to come; his own brief "conjugal mishap" with a collaborator, 
the metallic Zora, leaves him more susceptible to the easy sensuality of Gloria who had 
been born in Shanghai and shares a solidarity with the people she refuses him A night 
of revolt, during which the people rise- to be shot down, ends with the bitter knowledge 
that he has lost his faith in the party- and Gloria's death accentuates his personal and 
political disillusion... A ravaged and relentless account, the shabby lives and sordid 
circumstances here will have little to attract an American audience. (IC: 54-12029 )

U * The sheer delight of a tightly knitted plot, interplay of characters on incident, 
completely realized background, and skilled craftsmanship of style is experienced in Storm 
Jameson's writing perhaps as much as in any other novelist today. There are some who feel 
that the very perfection dates her. For this reader it affords relief from the slipshod 
work too often encountered. The Hidden River lives up to her best - while adding a story 
that draws its suspense by use of the pressure of what is past on what is present. The 
setting is an elegant manor house above the Loire, where the Monerie family holds tight - 
the hates and fears left over from the war. Cousin Marie, presiding genius- and at times & 
evil genius- of the house, cannot forgive the betrayal and death of her son in the French 
resistance. Her elder nephew, Jean, has tried to put it behind him, but the visit of the 
Englishman, with whom he had worked, brings it all to the fore. Francois, younger brother 
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of Jean, demands of life only forgiveness and forgetfulness - and buries his bitter 
share of responsibility in his cousin's death. Elizabeth, betrothed of Jean, unready 
for marriage, rediscovers in Hartley's visit an unrealized and all-dominating passion. 
And Uncle Daniel's return- from years of imprisonment as a collaborator, serves as 
catalyst to bring the buried secrets to light again. It is a tensely told story in 
which each participant furthers the inevitable march of fate. Good reading. (It ran 
serially in the SEP under the title House of Hate.)

Another shift in locale, this, as Gerson once again taps the stream of 
history for a somewhat overactive piece of fictionalization in which the characters 
suffer at the behest of plot and counterplot. The scene opens in London 1693, as Our 
Hero, Josiah Burney, tricked of his inheritance by an uncle posing as a disgruntled 
father, goes off to Newgate to serve sentence for debt. Suddenly bailed out, he 
finds himself shanghaied into the none too tender mercies of the British Navy. He 
learns fast- and is helped by an odd character, a New England gentleman of the cloth - 
and together they escape,- first to a ship bound for the colonies, then from that ship, 
off Maryland's coast, from which they make their way to Charles Town, seeking Josiah's 
lost father, and the truth about his rights. Before that truth is in his hands, the 
two of them encounter rogues and villains, fall in and out of love, suffer capture by 
Charles Town's greatest rascal and later by Indians, use their wits to save themselves 
time and again, and eventually manage to learn that their fates are bound up in the 
New World, and that titles and fortunes are well lost. Not top drawer. (LC: 54-10766)

Fourth in this series (The Renegade, Demelza,Venture Once More), well met 
again are Ross and Demelza- as Ross engages in his "last gamble”- Wheal Grace - a 
speculative copper mine, and their uneven marriage is again troubled- this time by 
his love for Elizabeth, his partner Francis' wife. Hopes for Wheal Grace diminish- and 
lives are lost with them- among them Francis', until it is salvaged by Caroline Pen- 
venen. Caroline's romance with Dwight Enys, the young doctor who attended her in the 
earlier book, brightens but is impeded by her wealth and a guardian's opposition. Ross 
becomes involved in contraband- and a raid keeps Dwight from the secret elopement with 
Caroline who then breaks with him. Elizabeth, now widowed,marries the wealthy banker 
whom Ross hates- and his intercession here fails- but is more successful when used to 
reconcile Caroline and Dwight.... Again, a well-filled chronicle of Cornwall in the 
late 19th century, the drama does not abate and should more than please the readers 
of the earlier books.

Margaret Kennedy's skill in portrayal of children rescues this from being 
neither a topnotch story nor a wholly successful satire. She has tried to do the 
latter and ends by confusing the focus of her story. The "act of God" of the title 
is a violent thunderstorm which succeeds in disrupting a good many lives. Conrad 
Swann, a sculptor of note whose life had gone awry with the death of his wife, had 
sought escape from himself by running away with the wife of his best friend, Frank, 
who happens also to be his agent. With Conrad and Liz are her two children and his 
three, and very little wherewithal to keep the household going. With the storm, 
Conrad does a blackout and wanders off, ultimately turning up, with another name as 
a stone cutter's assistant. Liz rejects the responsibility and walks out on the 
situation, leaving Serafina, ten, to shift for the five youngsters. Their play house 
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tree had been destroyed by the storm, but they rescued a twisted iron bench and dragged 

it to the shed, placing it among what they called the "“Arfitax" - in a game they had made 
up to account for Swann's strange creations. There it is discovered when Frank comes in 
answer to a strange letter from Conrad, to determine the value of his latest work, designed 
for a contest. The story then shifts focus to the little circle of admirers and hangers- 
on who pretend that this is great art, that it must be purchased for the town, that those 
who hate it are ignoramuses. On the fringe of this is Dickie Pattison, restive in the 

town where he feels he has no future, but not quite sure of himself, and Christina, his wife, 
who knows he thinks her beneath him. Their marriage is heading for the rocks - and only 

an eleventh hour miracle starts it on a new path. One gets the turmoil of the town, 
shocked by the desertion of the Swann children, the disappearance of Swamhimself, the 
question of this strange work af art. And in the end, it is really only the children who 
come through as real personalities, who hold the threads and bring the scattered interests

w¢ With all the concentration on the death of Lincoln and on the controversial 


aspects of the story of John Wilkes Booth, I don't think anyone has done just this - 
an hour by hour closeup of the memorable day itself. An immense amount of research, 
of weighing the evidence at primary source level, must have gone into the preparation. 
The result gives one a sense of living the hours through, hours weighted with fore- 
knowledge of what is to happen, but still reflecting the minutely detailed portrait 
of Washington released from the burden of war, celebrating heedlessly, indifferent to 
the heavy weight of responsibility for the days to come. Against this period portrait- 
akin to Margaret Leech's Reveille in Washington in some respects - the text follows 
| the principals of the national scene, not only Lincoln but Stanton, Seward, Johnson, 
| Grant, Booth and his tiny band of conspirators- and many lesser figures. There is a 
brief flashback to give the buildup; there are the abortive plots to kidnap Lincoln; 
there are the steps to the final plan, which was to have eliminated Johnson and Seward 
as well. It is fascinating material, though one feels in reading that the unbearable 
sense of the relentless march of fate is implicit in the facts rather than the handl- 
ing. Strangely enough, there is no attempt to play on the emotions. Book of the 
Month selection guarentees a dramatic launching of the book.

’, * Report repeated from the September lst bulletin, as follows: "While never 
easy reading- nor inspired writing- the sum and substance of this biography of the 
leading proponent for the tiny country of Israel stands as the only overall history 

of the twenty years struggle which brought about the realization of Ben-Gurion's dream 
of fulfillment of the Zionist goal. Here is perhaps the most dramatic achievement in 
world history, as a motley band drawn from world Jewry is forged into soldier-farmers, 
citizens of Israel, standing almost alone with the balance of power loaded towards the 
Arab League. Behind them is the story of the early struggles of the "founding fathers', 
almost from the start torn by internal dissension, the split between the Revisionists 
and the moderate Mapai, workers organization of which Ben-Gurion was a leader. Hagannah 
came into being early as the nucleus of the Jewish protective citizen army, opposed to 
the violence of Irgun and the Stern gang. British blundering, from the White Paper in 
1939 through the Mandate, Hitler's purge of European Jews, and finally Truman's backing 
all proved aids to a united goal of independence, but the road was tumultuous, often 
humiliating, always torn internally and externally by struggle. Weizmann served as a 
moderator, a balance, but was too old and sick to spearhead the battle. Violence, 
costly reverses, the murder of the peace maker, Bernadotte, a 61 day war with Egypt 
(ending in Egypt's defeat), finally terminated four years of stormy weather with a 

truce and recognition of statehood. The years since have seen phenomenal growth, 
with Ben-Gurion the only non-partisan figure. He backed Ben-Zvi as Weizmann's 
successor, and built Sharett to take his place when he dramatically retired. This is 
only secondarily a personal story. It is a must for those who would understand some- 
thing of Israel's turbulent evolution. IC: 54-9526)"

Kimble, George 
OUR AMERICAN WEATHER $4.75 


Geographer and meteorologist, until recently director of. the American Geographical 
Society, and with a wide, international experience in his field behind him, Dr.Kimble 
writes authoritatively about the contradictions as well as the patterns of our American 
weather. For those interested in the subject (one wonders how many laymen, to the extent 
of reading a whole book on the subject ) this is sound, interesting, and simpler in organ- 
ization than most books in the field. He takes the weather, month by month, and so in due 
course gives coverage to the varied aspects:- thaws, cold waves, ice storms, snow, the 
differences between frosts and killing frosts, the problems of springfloods, tornadoes, 
waterspouts, hail, clouds and summer rains, heat and fog and thunderstorms, humidity, 
mountain weather, the arctics, hurricanes and meteorological prognosis, detecting the breaks 
in the weather and the meaning of warm and cold fronts, dry spells and droughts, the effect 
of the Gulf Stream and the trade winds, etc. etc. He discusses, objectively and dispassion- 
ately, the claims of the rainmakers and the hailbreakers, the plausibility of flying saucers 
(a kind of mirage he feels), pollen problems, the making of rhythms from study of sunspot 
eycles, migratory birds, and so on. He concedes the fact of increased mildness of Atlantic 
Coast winters- but warns against its dependability. There's lots of interest here, as old 
wives' tales are punctured, and the rational foundations of regional sayings are accepted.

THE LIBERAL TRADITION IN AMERICA $4 


A Professor of Government at Harvard here presents a new concept of a ifeeral 
society rooted in some of the very aspects of the Old World from which its colonials 
escaped. He sees American political thought in the light of Western history, not of 
American history as an isolated entity. An inventive freedom was possible here because 
of our unique lack of a feudal tradition or a socialist tradition- but in our very 
unanimity lay dangers. He explores the basic assumptions of American political 
thought. America was born free, and lived in closest approximation to the Lockean 
state of nature, without having to experience the social upheaval of European liberalism. 
Democracy emerged almost unchallenged; the crime of the American Whig was no villainy 
but stupidity, while the character of the American Democrat was compounded of ancient 
feudalism and incipient liberalism. He studies the failure in our soil of socialism as 
understood by the Western world, the nature of Progressivism- even the excesses of our 
own century.

Stanford University's professor of American History states his aim in this 
significant book to write "without fear, favor or prejudice". He succeeds in re- 
capturing the moods and condition of the American People throughout the years of “the 
Roosevelt leadership" thus broadening the scope of his report. This is a step by step 
analysis, tracing Roosevelt's change from something of an isolationist to the world's 
leading internationalist, keeping pace- or a step ahead- of the changing conditions 
and the readiness of his people. His four campaigns are here, studied in their in- 
fluence on the thinking as well as the voting of the people, and in the development of 
Roosevelt along social, political and economic lines. The value of the book is en- 
hanced by its objectivity. The author is fully aware of Roosevelt's strengths and weak- 
nesses, his mistakes of judgment, as well as his great achievements. While not a final 
word, it should provide today and tomorrow's students of the Roosevelt era food for 
thought, and a groundwork for further study.

HUMAN SOCIETY IN ETHICS AND POLITICS Paper; $1.00 






With the world and history as his laboratory Bertrand Russell sets out again to 
find solutions for the dilemmas of modern society in terms of education and a scientific 
attitude. Under these, all courses of action other than those destined to promote the most 
happiness, are reduced to the ridiculous. Basically hopeful and emotionally sound, his 7 
hypothesis can be boiled down to this: that man can be educated so that his desires will 

be "compossible" i.e., able to be worked out in conjunction with each other. To illustrate, 

the first part of the book is the establishment of a code of ethics, the midpoint between 

impulse and control, and the second is the implementation of this code in political life. 
Carefully analyzing sources and alternatives, Mr. Russell probes the many fields from which 

we draw our convictions- belief and feeling; moral codes and their defects; good and bad, 

and the irrationality of partial good; obligation; sin; the facts of emotion that make the 

body of ethical knowledge and the satisfaction resulting from the carrying out of a good 

desire. Applying his conclusions to politics there is a statement of politically important 
desires- shelter, acquisition, rivalry, vanity, power- the last four being rationally 

invalid. Stemming then from the hypothesis that man needs intelligence fostered by educa- 

tion, his conditions for peace number world government, a lower birth rate, diffusion of 
prosperity and room for individual initiative. The rival camps of communism and the "free 

world" could take the first steps by allowing a free flow of facts to lessen suspicion- 

and if readers can only shake their heads in a forlorn hope that these things will come to pass, 
at least the ideas have been restated.

FRAGMENTS OF AN ANALYSIS WITH FREUD $3.50 


























This may be an important, if small, contribution to the growing mass of first 
hand material about Sigmund Freud, of which the biography by Jones and Freud's corres- 
pondence with Fliess are a major portion. In about 1934, the then young medical student, 
Dr. Wortis, encouraged by Havelock Ellis and Adolf Meyer, went to Vienna and became the 
subject of an analysis by Freud. He was admittedly non-neurotic, and this analysis was 
what Freud called a "didactic" one. This book consists of accurate notes’ on the inter- 
views set down immediately after they had taken place. It reveals a crotchety old Freud, » 
nervous over his increasing cancer of the throat, the growing threat of fascism, unduly 
sensitive to any criticism, narrow, jealous, unfriendly. It also reveals Wortis as a 
very assured young man, not at all “in touch with his. subconscious", and an unfit subject 
for the psychoanalytic technique. The whole record of the interviews is woeful- consisting 
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of bickering argument on a rather picayune level and revealing very little of Freud's 
creative insight. The book ends with a chapter in which Wortis states his own pre- 
sent attitude toward psychoanalysis- the growing need for more research and for a 
more socialized point of view-and his mature judgment tempers the harshly critical 
note which the interviews themselves reach.... A book for a professional market 
largely, and of course of reference value.

She was successful too in breaking up his romance but 
she wasn't successful in rehabilitating six English refugee children during the late 
war and her fling on a Maine island turned sour - although it did bring the author a 
bride. Auntie Mame apparently is continuing her devastations with his son. These 
frenetic capers have some hilarious moments and though they ask a lot of the reader's 
credulity, they do present a woman whose frivolity does not hide her fundamental 
soundness.

A rousing study of the housing situation in relation to minority groups 
brings the problem to the individual and civic doorstep. Concerned with the connec- 
tion of the housing problem - not enough houses, not the right kind of houses or 
housing - with prejudice, Mr. Abrams traces the history of prejudice in America and 
follows current inciidents and situations. He considers the migrant Mexicans, the 
Puerto Rican airlifters, the Negro come North, the Jew - in terms of housing, hotels 
and resorts, city and suburb. His greatestconcern is with the attitude and action of 
the government in regard to segregation and prejudice as it takes greater part in 
the housing of the nation. He brings out the undermining of rights by law as in the 
Cicero case, later partially rectified, the nature and fallacies of objections to 
integration; the cases of intrusion as mainly those of people desperate for housing, 
the harmful former policy of the FHA; the possibility of urban redevelopment turning 
into an ousting of minorities instead of social reform - all important parts of the 
scene. Illustrations of violence and its basis, of integration and its fruit; com- 
mendations wide in range suitable to particula situations - tend toward an enlightened, 
educated and educating policy with a view to sound economic and ethical principles.

The third book in the World Perspectives series, this is a collection of Gropius' 
speeches and writings of import in the world of architecture and civilized man. They 
range from his seventieth birthday speech back to a 1929 article on the "Sociological 

Premises for the Minimum Dwelling of Urban Industrial Populations"; they cover a number of 
pertinent subjects that live up to the title of the book. Gropius considers the education 

of architects and designers, the place of the contemporary architect, planning and housing, 

the scope of total architecture, under headings of these names. He also includes under 

these an explanation of the Eauhaus movement, an appraisal of the development of modern 
architecture, organic neighborhood planning, etc... He calls for the artist-technician, 

the use of mass production in the building arts, a renewed emphasis on the individual to 

achieve a better life for the average citizen of an industrial democracy.. An appealing 
presentation of the principles and philosophy of a great architect and teacher - a must

THE REVOLUTION IN WORLD TRADE $2.50 


A long hard look at the change in world trade and what our economic policy should be. 
Asserting that the lifting of trade barriers is no panacea for world trade, the author 
stands up for a total policy shaped by strategic survival, in which domestic interests 
will have to be subordinated. He takes account of Britain, whose going off the gold 
standard was the end of one world, whose real battle today is the struggle to find the 
relation between herself and her Commonwealth. He points out that the United States cannot 
do everything and will be able to do less in time, that she is serving the twentieth 
century as producer where Britain served the nineteenth as trader. He reveals our rela- 
tion to Western Europe - more military and less economic ties. He sees the Soviet economic 
siege of the West by taking markets. He hits at the difficulty of trading with a fortress 
economy and considers a butter-guns balance as a means of controlling disarmament and @ 
economic intercourse. He notes the pull resulting from the tendency toward self-dependence 
in the nation and the new needs of the atomic era, finds the trend toward integration of 
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trade blocs important and calls for our working in the free world group of markets with 
@ minimum of dependence on the Soviet bloc. A vital, incisive, fully informed account 
that challenges understanding and action.

An anthropologist's one-man expedition into the Mato Grosso in search of a 
man who controlled an area the size of New England provides intelligent and intriguing 
reading for the general public. With the backing of the Explorer's Club and the 
American Museum of Natural History, Mr. Weyer made his way through the country where 
Colonel Fawcett was killed (he is quite definite on this), visited the Chavantes, whose 
first contacts with whites he describes, and the Camayuras, with whom he spent some 
time. Communication with these people, their way of life in nature (the Camayuras 
were a happy people), the position of the Indian Protective Service so active in 
Brazil, the work of General Rondon to free the Indian of fear of the whites, the 
ultimate meeting with the amazing Orlando Vilas Boas form the content of the book. The 
great problem of how to help the Indian fit into a civilized world which will not let 
him alone much longer is remarked upon with concern and is perhaps the keynote of the 
book.

THE BOY SCOUT STORY $3.50 


Mr. Oursler, whose non-fiction has included Narcotics; America’s Peril and 
Father Flanagan of Boy's Town, writes an official history of the Boy Scouts of America 
with dedication and a deep admiration for their accomplishments over the years. This 
is in a way unfortunate as the eulogy seems an overcompensation for the innate merits 
of the organization. The book is well documented and the many anecdotes add to reader 
interest. A dramatic opening with a story of William D. Boyce's meeting with Baden- 
Powell in London in 1909 introduces Boyce's work in founding the American branch of 
Boy Scouts. The meaning behind the movement then, as the scouting of fun and peace, 
prepares the way for Baden-Powell's own rather exciting life and how the realization 
of his ideals led to a world wide organization. Continuing with the American branch, 
Oursler's account goes on to relate ideals and activities. With the establishment of 
a creed and the changing patterns of organization over the years, go the outward 
manifestations of scouting- the men like Ernest Thompson Seton and Dan Beard who led 
the movement here, the techniques of camping and the different varieties of scouting, 
the handbook, how leaders are trained and so forth. A final note on the tough road 
to brotherhood and the challenge of the future add their weight of tribute to a 
worthy group.

CAIRO TO CAPE TOWN 00 <oe 


Reginald Reynold's self-conducted tour through Africa was made with purpose 
and dedication. Seeking the positive, he faced the negative as well as he made his 
way from Cairo to Cape Town. In his journey he spoke to and saw many people, the 
so-called important and unimportant, and he gives us what he learned from them. He 
devotes a good deal of space to the progress of Egypt under Naguib but also visits 
the "Gaza Strip" where Arab refugees from Palestine live with hungry hearts - he 
notes Naguib as improviser rather than planner. He talks to Mahgoub in Sudan, enjoys 
the fabulous land of Uganda, faces the brutal picture in Kenya, traverses Tanganyika, 
the Northern and Southern Rhodesias, the Union of South Africa. He notes the changing 
atmosphere in relation of European to native as he travels southward; comments always 
on the projects of government, mission, individual that tend toward progress; points 
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out that the educated Africans want European education for "the white man's Ju-Ju" rather 
than to suit their needs and show the tendency to forsake the villages they might have 
served. But in the end he feels "Alles sal reg kom". The author of A Quest for Gandhi P3 
has a particularly good eye for the projects and for the state of the Indians in Africa and 
the effect of nonviolent resistance. His book is a personal account necessarily incomplete 
in the picture it gives but adding to the store of knowledge about Africa. (Lc: 55-5252)

1955 marks the hundredth anniversary of the publication of Leaves of Grass, proba- 
bly the most controversial book of poetry ever to appear in America. This accents the 
publication of a new biography, despite the number that have appeared through the years. 

This is good biography, the result of twenty five years work on the part of the biographer. 
It is sound, sane, accurate, well balanced, neither condemnatory nor unduly adulatory, but 
with due emphasis on his childhood, family influences, his later "solitary life", his 
friendships with men and women, it above all gives with considerable crucial insight into the 
relation between the poems and Whitman's life and growth. ‘I'he book makes the poems seem less 
wordy, and brings structure and meaning into the apparently tiresome lists. And oi course 

it is fully appreciative of such masterpieces as the world has accepted. But does it now 
read? Whitman in these days of steel, glass, electronics and fission is no longer a 

prcphet. His was the spirit of America of the 1860's. He was a son of nature and a 
humanitarian. Instinct and emotion, not intellectual attainments, were his gifts- He 
belonged to a frontier country. It is therefore questionable whether there will be great 
demand for this new biography, except for college library reference shelves.

The realm of plain home truths gets a thorough airing as Miss Fosdick in 
the manner of park bench philosopher states and exemplifies a dozen maxims whose prac- 
tice would lead towards a sounder relationship between the United States and the rest 
of the world. Her experiences as teacher, as representative to Dumbarton Oakes and 
the United Nations and as a policy maker in our State Department have prepared her for 
the task. Liberal and thoroughly convinced of the present dangers of both communism 
and an atomic conflagration, Miss Fosdick couches her wisdom in simple general terms 
that have meaning for most of us:- that it is wise to know when to be afraid; that the 
future must be kept open; that we must fashion means to ends and so forth. Her illus- 
trations, taken from recent political developments show where nations have taken good 
and bad courses of action. France for example should have made Vietnam independent 
and paid the price of implementing an idea. In contrast, the United Nations formed a 
good laboratory for the working out of Indonesian sovereignty. Our country too, about 
which she has most to say, has the long road towards prudence to travel:- in learning 
not to overestimate our generosity, in using respect rather than threats as a deterrent 
to communism elsewhere, in a judicious rather than wholesale exporting of our institu- 
tions, in acting on facts rather than our imagination of them. Heartening advice as 
far as it goes, this has the brevity and simplicity for popular appeal. (LC: 55-5326)

Broad, Lewis Crowell 
THE FOLLIES AND FRIENDSHIPS OF OSCAR WILDE $5.00 


After establishing The Innocence of Edith Thompson (Roy, 1953), unjustly con- 
victed for the murder of her husband in the 1920's, Mr. Broad acquits Wilde too of the 
more heinous perversions attributed to him- in a biography that makes its mark as both 
scholarly and fascinating. Convinced that Wilde became a fundamentally changed person 
after his marriage rather than the pervert he appeared to Victorians, the author takes 
pains with his analysis of Wilde's geneology and youth. Along with the events of his 
life, there are the early personal relationships-. the domineering mother, the "pithecoid” 
and lustful father- might have had their share in the shaping of Wilde's character. 
Moving on, Broad takes Wilde through his Oxford and London days and his narrative has 
much of the sparkle and wit and the gossip of an aging era. Conversational passages 
about Wilde and his friends- Sherard, Ross and later the fiery Douglas- often read 
like a good novel. Wilde's poems and other writings, analyzed and commented on as 
they shaped on were shaped by his life, contribute to the very critical quality of the 
biography. The high point, and Broad's deepest interest, lies in the Old Bailey trial, 
with Wilde brought to court by Douglas' angry father, the Marquis of Queensbury, on 
grounds of corrupting morals. It is here that Wilde's basic wit and gentleness stands 
out most sharply against the accusations and as one follows Wilde to jail and a sad 
exile, one cannot help but form a sympathetic picture of a sincere, brilliant, mis- 
understood and throughly unfortunate man. A polished, qualified study. Controversial.

With four others, he travelled to Moscow, and then Sinkiang, where 
they were all held for clearance and Skrede was further detained by the accident in which 
he was run over by a lorry, and three vertebrae in his back broken. The others went on 
without him- while for several months he endured the "indescribably dirty and scruffy" 
conditions of a native hospital in which a Russia girl was the only grace note. Back on 
his feet again, if not too steadily, he travelled on alone through Turkestan; down 

the Silk Road (by no means as smooth as its connotation); across mountains to Kashgar 

and a bath and a happy month of rehabilitation at the consulate; on through the Himalayas 
to the exotic Vale of Kashmir- and finally to Capetown and Canada...

Bella Dodd ranks with Whittaker Chambers and Elizabeth Bentley as a leading 
converted communist. Her testimony before investigating committees has revealed the 
extent to which communist infiltration has taken place particularly among the 
teachers in our schools and colleges. This well written record of her lite indicates 
very clearly how she happened to become a member of the Communist Party and the reasons 

for her gradual disillusionment and final break with the party and her eventual return 

to the Catholic church into which she was born. The daughter of Italian immigrant parents, 
Bella Visino climbed the ladder so many children of immigrants have mounted by taking 

full advantage of the educational advantages offered in our public school system. A 
brilliant student and a born leader, she worked her way into a teaching position at 

Hunter College, studying law on the side. During the depression years she became con- 
cerned with the plight of the unemployed particularly in the teaching profession. There 
she encountered many communists who seemed to her to be the ones most concerned with the 
plight of teachers. She saw in the Communist Party a vehicle thru which she could 

express her love of humanity, and her vision of a better society with wider social justice. 
In time she became a member of the Party's National Committee, and was intensely active 

in combating the Rapp-Coudert investigation of communist teachers, in supporting Loyalist 
Spain and in the “united democratic front" maintained during World War II. She was 
gradually repelled by the dictatorial methods of the Party and the constant struggle for 
power on the part of individuals and groups. Her divorce from her husband, and her own 

ill health speeded her estrangement from the Party leaders and resulted in her expulsion 
from the Party in 1949. Her re-entrance into the Catholic Church which as a communist 

she had so bitterly attacked was a logical result of her new state of mind. Not as 
sensational as Chambers' book, but the more effective because it is a straight-forward 
account of her experiences with communism.
